To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,500 and authorize its 
expenditure for the construction of a new baseball and soccer field at the Kearsarge 
Elementary School on Old Warner Road, Bradford. The proposed use for the 
baseball and soccer fields at the elementary school will include nine, ten, eleven, 
and twelve year old little league baseball, eleven and twelve year old girls softball, 
third, fourth, fifth and sixth grade soccer. The estimated cost of $13,555 includes 
acquisition of chain link fencing, temporary plastic safety fence, site work, two 
dugouts, a scoreboard, one utility shed with floor, safety bases, and miscellaneous 
equipment including rakes, shovels, lye machines, etc. The balance of the cost 
estimates to be generated by fund raising at the local level among the towns that 
will utilize the baseball and soccer field (the Town of Bradford has been asked to 
raise and appropriate $7,500.00). (By petition.) 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for 
engineering services and study of the Blodgett Landing Sewer. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $16,600.00 to 
fund wages and the cost of benefits for an additional full time police officer to be 
hired July 1, 1990. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen to appoint a Deputy Treasurer. Said Deputy shall be sworn, shall 
have the powers of the Treasurer, and may be removed at the pleasure of the 
Treasurer. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Planning Board to prepare and 
amend a recommended Program of Municipal Capital Improvement Projects over a 
period of at least six years. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to place on loan with either the New Hampshire 
Historical Society or the New Hampshire State Archives an original copy of the 
United States Constitution, owned by the Town of Newbury. Said location to be a 
joint decision by the Board of Selectmen and the Newbury Historical Society. 


22. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to convey by Quitclaim Deed 
any interest the Town may have in a parcel of land that lies between the existing 
right of way of Highway 103 and the property owned by Ralph LaClair and Carolyn 
E. LaClair and Arthur Camacho and Maureen Camacho, said land previously being 
the old road bed of N. H. Route 103, to the abutting property owners. Said land 
having been conveyed to the Town by the Highway Department, State of New 
Hampshire. 


23. To see if the Town will vote to accept 5,000 feet of new road named Southgate 
built by Post Development of Hillsboro, NH subject to the approval of the Road 
Agent and Board of Selectmen. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to accept 1457 feet of Red House Road and 60 
feet of cul-de-sac at Gunnerson Ridge Subdivision subject to the approval of the 
Road Agent and Board of Selectmen.

They continue to help us by 
providing creative ideas for our future goals of possible expansion. We would like 
to encourage any new members to attend our once a month meetings. We are very 
grateful for the "friends" that we have. 

Our pre-school story hour continues to be a big success thanks to Claire 
Pozniak and the special talent she has for working with children. She never ceases 
to surprise us with the new projects and ideas she has for the program. 
Unfortunately, Claire will not be able to continue her involvement in this program 
in the Fall of 1990.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


In addition to the clear waters of its lakes, the feature which provides much of 
the scenic quality of Newbury is the unspoiled wooded slopes of the surrounding 
mountains. There has already been development pressure on this resource which 
allows one to visualize what the Town would look like if the steep slopes of our 
mountains were covered with condominiums and scarred with roads. Not only 
would such development affect the scenic quality of the area, but the resulting 
runoff, erosion, and septic problems would adversely affect the lakes and streams. 
With these thoughts in mind, the Conservation Commission has spent much of its 
efforts over the past year in secking to minimize the future development impact on 
the steep slopes of our mountain sides. 


The Commission strongly supported a proposal that the State acquire a 
conservation easement on a 2600 acre parcel running along the ridge line from 
Sunapee State Park to Pillsbury State Park of which approximately 1200 acres are 
located in Newbury. This easement would protect the upper portions of the Andrew 
Brook Trail and provide a buffer around Lake Solitude and the Sunapee to 
Monadnock Trail. This proposal has been accepted by the State and funded under 
the Land Conservation Investment Program. 


The Conservation Commission also proposed and supported an effort to have 
the Land Conservation Investment Program buy approximately 130 acres including 
about 4 acres on Lake Sunapee known as the Wild Goose property. This land 
which had been slated for development of approximately 80 condominiums would 
be added to Sunapee State Park and would provide public access to Lake Sunapee. 
Negotiations on this proposal are continuing. 


A gift of land from Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Larson will provide for a recreational 
area and picnic spot on Andrew Brook between Rt. 103 and old 103. The 
Commission wishes to thank the Larsons for their generosity. 


Although land acquisition is an important part of any effort to minimize future 
development pressure on the scenic and natural environment of Newbury, it can 
only be a portion of the solution. The Conservation Commission has worked 
Closely with the Planning Board to draft a provision for a "Steep Slopes 
Conservation District" in the revised Zoning Ordinance. This would apply only to 
new subdivisions and would reduce the density of development on slopes greater 
than 25%. Within the "Steep Slopes District" 60% of land having a slope greater 
than 25% would be excluded from the calculation of minimum lot size. Thus if all 
land were steep, a five acre minimum would apply. 


The Conservation Commission also devoted considerable effort to reviewing 
applications to the N.H. Wetlands Board for docks and for dredge and fill. Most of 
these applications were routine and the Commission recommended approval. The 
Commission is concerned about any destruction of wetlands because of the 
important function which they serve both in the provision of wildlife habitat and in 
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assuring the water quality of our streams, particularly those which drain into Lake 
Sunapee or Lake Todd. With this in mind, the Commission has worked closely 
with the Planning Board to draft a provision for a "Wetlands Conservation District" 
in the revised Zoning Ordinance. We bclieve that it is important for the Town to 
have the ability to control any dredge or fill activity in wetlands rather than to be 
dependent only on the State Wetlands Board. 


Conservation programs cannot be successful without the support and 


participation of the townspeople. Citizens are encouraged to join our 
subcommittees and to attend our meetings. 


ROAD REPORT 


Being late in the year when I accepted the position of Road Agent I was not 
able to accomplish too much. We were able to finish our ditching and patching and 
our fall work. 


I feel we were very lucky to be able to get our winter sand for what we did. It 
could have been a very costly item. 


Our equipment seems to be in good shape except for some minor things which 
can be fixed. 


I hope next year to have a lot more to report.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Newbury Fire Department has spent over 3,000 hours training, drilling and 
maintaining equipment this year. The renovation to the Blodgett Landing Station 
has been completed on the exterior. Work on the interior will be this year's project. 


Bingo was held at the Newbury Station during the summer. The raffle and 
auction was held at the end of the summer. Through this fund raising and donations 
the Fire Department was able to purchase Vetta Air Bags. The airbags are used on 
rescue Calls to lift and stabilize heavy objects. Also a Lifepak Monitor Defibrillator 
was purchased. This unit can monitor vital signs on patients and give a printed 
read-out for the hospital. These two purchases cost over $10,000.00 with no effect 
on the tax dollar.

During 1989 Newbury Firefighters responded to two (2) brush fires. In April 
we responded Mutual Aid to Bradford to assist with the Silver Hill Fire. This fire 
was started by children. In September we responded to a small fire of undetermined 
origin at Pine Cliff. 


Meanwhile the State of New Hampshire experienced an average number of 
wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were fires kindled without a 
fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden, children and debris burning fires that 
escaped control. All these causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
By New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27b), "No person, firm or corporation 
shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any 
material, except when the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a 


written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to 


n 


Violations of RSA 224:27 and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000. and/or a year in 
jail and you are also liable for paying all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands assisted many 
towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989 including several large fires in 
Allenstown, Alton, Chesterfield, Concord areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. 
Belknap in Gilford.

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REPORT FROM THE OFFICE OF EMERGENCY 
MANAGEMENT 


During this past year the only real problems encountered had to do with the 
wind. Power outages caused by limbs in the wires or trees taking poles down 
seemed to be more frequent. This brought to mind several points that should be 
addressed. 


First, taking care of and watching out for our elderly. Power outages are 
especially traumatic for those with hearing or sight loss, or shut-ins. 


The Newbury Safety Services building becomes the emergency operations 
center during any natural emergencies. On site power generators allow for the 
building to have lights, heat, and water. The Fire and Police Departments have 
mobile communication equipment that will allow for emergency services, and 
communication within Newbury and to area towns. 


If you know of someone who should be checked on in case of a natural 
emergency, please contact me so that a list can be compiled before the need arises. 
Often, a simple phone call to our elderly friends during a period of darkness is just 
what they need to let them know that we know they are out there.

FROM THE PLANNING BOARD 


1989, a year of little new development, provided the Planning Board with time to 
work on the problems that have been accumulating as a result of so much 
development in previous years. 


Part of what we are learning in the current financial environment is that all the good 
intentions in the world count for nothing when money dries up. Since protection 
of land becomes more difficult when auctions instead of actions are the norm, the 
Planning Board now spends more time prescribing work to be completed in 
approved developments than in approving new ones. 


Calling a bond from the bank to assure completion of winterization of an 
unfinished road and eroding land; tracking the impact of gravel operations; 
developing Site Plan regulations for commercial and multi-family housing; 
working with Boards of Selectpersons, Zoning, and Conservation on the major 
revisions of the Zoning Regulations; cooperating with the towns of Sunapee and 
New London on efforts to unify shoreland regulation; consulting more with legal 
counsel about threading our way through bankruptcies or approval conditions -- all 
these reached beyond our usual work of public hearings for subdividing property, 
yet each was essential in nurturing what the regulations call for. 


The percentage breakdown of 1989 public meeting Planning Board responsibilities 
is: 


Regular Hearings Site Plan Shoreline Zoning Regulation 
32% 24% 16% 28% 
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Because the town generously supported our request for professional planner Ken 
McWilliams as a resource and because such frequent interactions with the Newbury 
public provided us with a broad spectrum of viewpoints, we believe the new aspects 
of our responsibilities have been fulfilled. 


To some of you we might appear to be making things more complicated or making 
the rule books too thick, but what we are proposing stems from real issues that are 
being faced under the existing regulations. When the Zoning Board of Adjustment, 
for example, heard applicant after applicant on shoreland decks and buffer zone tree 
cutting, we realized we had to expand that part of the regulations to clarify not only 
what is protected but also what is allowed. When developer after developer 
attempted to carve steep slopes by the rules developed for land without slope, we 
faced another complication. When roads now being built "fit" the regulations, the 
Planning Board decided to deal with terrain and land condition impact, for the more 
Newbury develops, the more development is proposed for "leftover" land. 


We are faced with the need to, as the Globe says, "guide development away from 
fragile areas and toward areas capable of sustaining change." 





Regulation attempts to balance us in our world of change. Outsiders want to 
develop undeveloped land. Insiders want to modify what they own to meet new 
needs. Devclopment and modification must remain balanced, maintaining the 
freedom of an owner to make choices yet also imposing responsibilities the owner 
has to neighbors and to the town. Look at the Planning Board as a gardener. Our 
garden is growing. Thorns thicken while roses blossom. We need to balance the 
addition of new and different elements while preventing the throttling of the beauty 
that already exists. 


We thank all the people who took time to give input to our work. Because such 
input was so helpful and because Newbury continues to change, we plan to prepare 
a new questionnaire to identify Newbury as you now envision it. Our goal is to 
continue to identify and to respond to what the town wants. 


What we expect to achieve in the next year is: a from-scratch revision of the 
subdivision regulations so Board, developers, and townspersons have a fully 
Clarified document; a review of your reactions to site plan regulations after they've 
been in effect for six months; the new questionnaire to all the people in Newbury to 
get a clear sense of present prioritics; a capital improvement plan to set up long 
range goals for town owned facilities; a study about whether the commercial district 
should be redefined; and a maintenance of our fairly quick response to requests to 
subdivide. 


The feeling of the Planning Board is that Newbury is on a plateau now, but another 
growth spurt will soon face us. As our planner, Ken McWilliams, reminds us, we 
like other Planning Boards continue to work "in a constant learning curve." 
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UPPER VALLEY - LAKE SUNAPEE CONNECTION 


Following Town meeting approval in 1989, the Town of Newbury joined the 
Upper Valley - Lake Sunapee Council. For those of you who are not familiar with 
the Council, we are a public, non-profit regional planning association serving 28 
New Hampshire and 3 Vermont communities. The Council is guided by a Board of 
Directors consisting of two representatives from each community. The Board elects 
officers, adopts an annual work program and budget, and develops policies and 
positions on planning issues that are important to our communities. The 
Council;'s professional staff provides a wide variety of planning services for 
individual communities and the region as a whole including land use planning, 
transportation planning, solid waste planning, master planning, capital 
improvements planning, historic preservation, economic and community 
development, fiscal and environmental impact analysis, and site plan review 
analysis. 


In addition to becoming members of the Council in 1989, the Town of Newbury 
joined our "circuit rider" program whereby a community obtains the services of a 
professional planner on a regular basis. I had the pleasure of serving in that 
capacity this past year. We began by meeting with the Planning Board, the 
Selectmen, and Chairmen of the Conservation Commission and Zoning Board of 
Adjustment to discuss priorities on how to best utilize my services. The consensus 
was to focus my efforts on assisting the Planning Board in revising the Town land 
use regulations. The first project was to develop Site Plan Review Regulations to 
manage the site development of commercial and multi-family residential projects. 
After several drafts and revisions following public hearings in August and 
September, the Planning Board adopted the new regulations on September 19, 
1989. 


The next project was to develop recommended revisions to the Zoning Ordinance. 
Again the Planning Board worked through several drafts in consultation with the 
Conservation Commission, the Zoning Board of Adjustment and the Board of 
Selectmen. The planning Board again made revisions based on public input at a 
December public hearing. Additional public hearings will follow in January and 
early February before the Planning Board determines the final version to place on 
the ballot at the 1990 Town meeting. 


I feel we have made significant progress in 1989. Major projects for 1990 include 
redrafting the Subdivision Regulations and developing a Capital Improvements 
Program if authorization is approved by the voters at the Town meeting in 1990. I 
look forward to assisting the Planning Board with these projects in 1990.

We denied 3 requests for rehearing. 

And we have 2 lawsuits pending against the Town/ZBA 


The Board required the advice of Bart Mayer, Newbury's legal counsel, on 
several occasions. We believe the Town is in good hands with Mr. Mayer. 


The Board is comprised of 5 members and 2 alternates at the time of writing 
this report. All members take a good interest in the job. the Selectmen have done 
an excellent job selecting them. And we are fortunate to have Linda Champy as our 


secretary. 


The Board meets for hearings the 3rd Wednesday of the month (usually 7:30 
p.m.). To be scheduled for a hearing have your paper work (and a good check for 
$50.00) in the Town office by the first Monday of the month. 


We have been working on new zoning ordinances for more than a year now and 
hopefully we eliminated some grey areas and more clearly address the intentions of 
the Master Plan. The shoreland district has by far cost the ZBA the most time and 
energy of all our zoning articles. 


The Town has employed the services of Ken McWilliams as Town Planner. A 
professional in the area should be a good investment. Welcome to Newbury, Ken! 


To make life easier on everyone I suggest you obtain a copy of the Town's 
Building Code, Zoning Ordinances and Land Subdivision Controls and read them.

The Society is slowly trying to compile information in hopes that some day 
we may write a Newbury History book. Clifford Ayer has compiled all of the 
births, marriages and deaths from 1793 to 1989. He and Alice Lynn are also 
working on recording all of the roads that were built in town from the beginning. 

The first perambulation of a Town line was done between Newbury and Goshen 
in December 1793. 

We have now gained a tax exempt status from IRS.At our annual June meeting 
a cane was presented to our oldest citizen, James Wright, from Mt. Sunapee. James 
is 92. Previous cane holders were Moses Bly and Dominic Digilio. 

At the June meeting we also had a dedication ceremony at the old Selectmen's 
Office and named it Sherman Hall in honor of Ernest L. Sherman, the Society's 
first president and a man who dedicated more than 40 years of his life collecting 
Town history.

One of our most exciting times was the finding of the U.S. Constitution 1787.

The present name was adopted 
in 1837. To our knowledge it is the only copy which has been accounted for. It 
has been authenticated by the State of New Hampshire Archives to be a true copy.

Although our records indicate 1989 brought us a little more activity than 1988, 
the horror of a Saturday in October cannot be described by statistics. No one I have 
talked to can remember anything as terrible as the violent homicides of two children 
in Our town, one strangled, one suffocated. These trusting, innocent little 
youngsters were age 7 and 4, their lives ahead of them. None of us involved wilJ 
ever forget that dreadful day. 
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As of this writing their mother is in custody with two counts of First Degree 
Murder pending. 


No less traumatic to families and loved ones is the experience of accidental 
violence. I'm referring to motor vehicle collisions that occur throughout the year. 
Some of them require only a new bumper. Others leave behind an emptiness that 
can never be mended. We lost a young Bradford man when his car left Rt. 103A in 
September and another motorist suffered an amputation following an accident in 
June. Neither deserved what they got. Fate is very rough on some of us. 


The injuries, damages and lives lost in car wrecks far outweigh the losses 
suffered at the hands of a criminal. 


Dogs continue to be a nuisance. 54 people called to report an errant dog. We 
impounded several, three were unclaimed and destroyed. Please license your dog and 
attach the license to the collar so we can identify the owner. We wrote 19 violation 
notices to dog owners in 1989. 


You may have noticed the 1989 police budget is underspent. You may have 
noticed the same in 1988. I can take no credit for guarding the treasury. It was not 
fiscal responsibility. We have been understaffed so often in the past two years that 
many shifts have gone unmanned. Dollars were not spent that were budgeted for 
wages. For several hours a weck, no one has been on patrol. This saved us money 
but lost us some security. It is a shocker to call the police in the middle of a 
weekday and have the dispatcher tell you, "No police are on duty in Newbury." 


Our goal for 1990 is for continued full and part time patrol through June. On 
July 1 regular routine patrol will be handled 120 hours a week by full time officers 
with about 48 hours of on-call time. After July 1 part time officers will be used 
only to replace full timers and for those times when we need extra help. Part-timers 
will not be depended on to fill regular, routine shifts, after July 1. 


I hope you can support this concept which means adding once full time officer 
in mid year. The cost is not sky high; it will add a few hours of patrol into the 
night and it will fill those shifts we have not been able to fill. 


Many thanks to everyone for your help, support and kind words through the 
year. Special thanks to those who have assisted us during investigations and made 
themselves available to testify. You are the doers. You make a difference.

ANNUAL REPORT - WELFARE DEPARTMENT, 1989. 


I am taking the opportunity of this report to explain how Town Welfare is regulated 
and how eligibility is determined. It is my hope to answer frequently asked 
questions. 


Each town in NH is mandated to provide local assistance as defined in NH State 
RSA 165. Towns are required to have written guidelines for General Assistance. A 
copy of Newbury's guidelines is in the Selectmen's Office and with the Welfare 
Director. Anyone may look at these guidelines. 


The law states: “Whenever a person in any town is poor and unable to support 
himself he shall be relieved and maintained by the Overseers of Public Welfare of 
such town, whether or not he has residence there." (RSA 165:1) 


This law provides that any person will be provided shelter, utilities and food plus 
certain additional necessities that are determined on a per case basis. Without public 
transportation and other "city" services rural towns find it necessary to be flexible 
interpreting the law. N.H. Legal Aid makes sure towns provide necessary services 
to their residents. 


To receive Town Assistance, a person must complete a written application. A 
personal interview is held with the applicant to determine eligibility. The amount 
of assistance granted is based on family size, current income and state standards for 
housing and food costs. Once assistance has been granted, the recipient must 
comply with the requirements of the law and the Town guidelines. Compliance 
includes such things as applying for other services and searching for employment. 
Failure to do this results in termination of assistance. Once other benefits begin, 
Town Assistance is usually terminated. 


The Town must respond, in writing, to every application. All information about 
an applicant or recipient of local welfare is confidential and privileged. Information 
is not public record under the provisions of RSA 91-A. Client information will 
not be released to or discussed with any individual or agency without written 
permission of the applicant or recipient. 


When signing an application for assistance, a person agrees to reimburse the Town 
at a future date when and if they are able. Newbury has assisted several people who 
have done just this, even if it is just a small amount per month. 


1989 was the busiest year to date for Newbury's Welfare Department. There were 9 
cases of general assistance and several calls for information. 


Housing remains the largest expense to Local Welfare statewide. It is hoped that as 
housing costs begin to decrease, so will welfare expenses. Recent employment 
layoffs have found residents without jobs or income which is becoming an 
expensive problem. 


Local Welfare laws are much more complicated than outlined here. I would be 
happy to meet with anyone to further explain the laws which mandate Town 
Welfare Assistance.

1989 Report of Services Provided in Newbury 


Lake Sunapee Home Health Care, Inc., a non-profit, Medicare certified, state- 
licensed Home Health Care agency, provided health care services to people, 
regardless of their ability to pay, in 17 towns in Merrimack and Sullivan counties. 
These services were paid for by Medicare, Medicaid, private insurance, client fees, 
town and municipal appropriations, grants and contracts, United Way funds, and 
donations from individuals and businesses. 


In 1989, we provided 6,766 nursing and therapy home visits and more than 12,425 
homemaker/home health aide hours; cared for more than 455 children at our child 
health clinics; and conducted adult foot care, flu, and blood pressure clinics.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


As this report is being written in mid-January many School Board issues are 
still undecided. Included among these are teachers’ salaries, recommendations by the 
budget review committee and finalizing the budget itself. 


In August the School Board met with the Selectmen of the towns comprising 
the Kearsarge Regional School District. At that time the Selectmen urged the 
Kearsarge School Board to develop a budget for next year not to exceed the cost of 
living. Although the budget is not complete at this time, it will be complete by 
the end of January and, exclusive of teachers’ salaries, will show an increase in costs 
less than the cost of living. Teachers’ salaries are still in the negotiation process, 
and it is hoped that salaries will also show an increase no greater than the cost of 
living. The cost of living index this year is approximately five percent. 


Another major change this year was the petition by the Kearsarge Regional 
School District to the State Department of Education to leave the S.A.U. #43 and 
for a new supervisory unit made up of just the Kearsarge School District. This was 
granted by the state in the fall of 1989. Effective July 1, 1990, Kearsarge will be 
S.A.U. #65, with its own superintendent and business administrator. Costs will be 
about the same only now we will have two administrators working full time 
serving the Kearsarge School District. This should allow for greater efficiency and 
supervision of such items as the budget, transportation, curriculum and staffing. 


I welcome concerns that you may wish to discuss regarding the schools and 
their operation. Under our own S.A.U. we have the opportunity to develop our 
school system to meet the needs of the towns in the Kearsarge Regional School 
District. I need your input to meet our town's needs in the Kearsarge District for 
the future.

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KRSD BUDGET REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Kearsarge Regional School district's Budget Review Committee was 
formed in 1988 to respond to heightened concerns of tax-paying citizens of the 
seven towns in the district regarding the upward spiral of school costs. Budget 
costs increased by 53% in the three-year interval from 1986-87 to the current 1989- 
90 academic year (see attached table). 


- The committee of 14 citizens is comprised of one voting member and one 
alternate appointed by the selectmen from each of the seven towns. The committee 
conducts its work in accordance with the terms of a charter developed by mutual 
agreement with the KRSD Board. The purpose of the committee as stated in the 
charter is "to work with the Board during the annual budget preparation process and 
through informed analysis identify areas of potential savings or increased revenue." 
Included in the charter is the key provision that if the committee recommends a 
budget differing from that of the board, and the two parties are unable to reconcile 
the differences, the committee may elect to have its recommended budget published 
alongside the board's budgct in the annual report. 


The work of the committee was conducted through deliberative meetings of the 
membership, attendance at mectings of the school board, and detailed study and 
reports by sub-committees. One sub-committee worked with the board to develop 
an initial position for contract negotiations with KRSD teachers. 


The committee's work on the budget for 1989-90 was concluded with the 
school district meeting in March 1989, and in early summer the committee resumed 
work, looking toward more effective action on the 1990-91 budget. 


At the time of writing this report (January 20) the sub-committees had 
concluded most of their work and presented three reports to the full committee. The 
sub-committee on high school curriculum and staffing found serious bias in the 
data-gathering phase of the curriculum study being conducted by a consultant to the 
school board, but refrained from specific recommendations for needed curriculum 
changes pending completion of the report by the consultant. The sub-committee 
recommended changes that were considered to have positive effect on the quality of 
education at KRHS and would increase the average class size above the current 
average of less than 15 students per class. These changes, along with a 
recommended increase in the current teacher workload, which is substantially below 
national and state-wide averages, would permit budget cost savings of about 
$250,000. The sub-committce's report was endorsed unanimously by the full 
committee. 


The sub-committce on operation and maintenance of plant found the various 
plants maintained at a Icvel sufficient to meet demands, and that the initial proposed 
1990-91 budget for operation and maintenance of plant is satisfactory. The sub- 
committee recommended, however, that a plan for major facility repairs and 
immediate and long-term replacement of equipment be adopted and funded, with 
funds protected from possible diversion to cover deficiencies in other areas. A 
separate warrant article establishing a capital reserve fund for this purpose was 
recommended. The sub-committee report was unanimously endorsed by the full 
committee.

The sub-committee on administration analyzed the initial proposed budget for 
the new SAU 65 serving only KRSD and recommended restricted staffing and other 
reductions yielding total budget cost savings of about $63,000. The sub-committee 
also recommended review of current clerical support at the high school, but found 
that administrative staffing in the various schools conforms gencrally to State 
standards. The sub-committee recommended heightened coordination among 
administrators at the various schools, particularly regarding the curriculum. The 
full committee endorsed the sub-commiltce report unanimously. Note: The school 
board in reviewing the initial budget proposal, voted to adopt staffing of the new 
SAU not differing greatly from the sub-committce's recommendation. 


Reports were also completed and submitted to the full committee by the sub- 
committees on special education, and clementary and middle schools. For both 
these major cost accounts, the reports identify areas in which State mandates are 
being exceeded, and the potential for budget cost savings exists. 


The initial budget proposal for 1990-91 presented to the school board called for 
a total of $10,984,000, with all salaries and bencfits calculated at the current 1989- 
90 levels. This represents an increase of 4.3% above the 1989-90 budget, even 
while salaries and benefits for 1990-91 are currently under negotiation. While the 
outcome of the negotiations cannot be forescen at this time, it is noted that the 
impact on the budget of increases in salaries and benefits would be very large, 
raising the total increase in the budget far above the 4.3% partial increase initially 
proposed. 


The committee has considered this question in the light of the currently 
indeterminate level of salarics and benefits. Through painstaking analysis of budget 
costs the committee is convinced that the extraordinary increases in the budget 
experienced in recent years (see attached table) have not occurred because of increases 
in student population or unnecessary expenditures on plant and equipment, but 
rather have been caused largely by dramatic increases in personnel costs. The 
committee has found through its sub-committee work that significant cost 
reductions not only are feasible without unacceptable educational impact, but in 
some cases the changes producing the savings will improve the quality of 
education. 


The committee has taken note of relatively insignificant projected student 
population increases, and discussions have drawn attention to the absence of 
justification for budget increases exceeding the increase in the cost of living. This 
view would indicate, in accordance with an opinion prevalent within the committee, 
that the budget for 1990-91, including any adjustments in levels of salaries and 
benefits arising from a new contract, not exceed $11,000,000, a 4.5% increase of 
1989-90. The sub-committee reports have identified areas where reductions should 
be made to remain within such a limit, but at the time of writing this report the 
committee had not acted on the suggestion to limit the budget total at this level.

Mr. Wolf asked what is this for. Selectman Cardillo explained that it will be 
partially used for computers and partially for other office equipment. Mr. Wolf 
recommended that we pass over for this year. 

Mr. Wright asked how much money is in the fund at this point in time. 
Selectman Cardillo said $13,800.00. 

Mr. Wright made a motion to pass over Article 11 indefinitely. Motion 
seconded. 

Mr. Martin explained that the $4,000.00 was for when we buy computer 
equipment $13,500.00 we will need to buy the software that goes with it. We are 
not sure how much that will be. 

Mr. Bergeron asked that if we do not authorize this $4,000.00 does that mean 
that we may have a $13,500.00 investment sitting there and no way to use it. 

Mr. Dugdale asked of the $13,500.00 what portion is hardware. 

Mr. Martin informed him that we have to go out for bids. We are trying to 
keep it 50% hardware and 50% software. 

Mr. Yager commented that if $13,500 is drawn out, there will be about 
$300.00 left to buy typewriters or other items that may come up. I think we 
should keep the $4,000.00. 

Selectman Cardillo explained that even though it does not specifically say for 
computer equipment, the intent of that fund was for a computer. The only point 
that I was making was that at some point we should clear up that intent, not 
necessarily this year. Next year it would be important that it is understood that 
anything going into that fund may not be just for a computer. 

The motion to pass over Article 11 indefinitely was defeated by a voice vote. 

Mr. Wolf commented that he felt it was an unnecessary expenditure at this 
time. 

Mr. Winters asked if we put this $4,000.00 into a reserve fund, can this money 
be spent during the next year. 

Selectman Cardillo said it is an expendable trust fund. It cannot be spent until 
a vote at the 1990 town meeting. 

Mr. Whitman made a motion to pass over Article 11 until we finish business 
with Article 16. Motion was seconded and passed by voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 12. 'To sce if the Town will accept the following Cemetery Trust 
Funds:' 


James and Mildred White Lakeside Cemetery $100.00 
John G. and Leola L. Powers Lakeside Cemetery $100.00 
Linda Meyers Chandler Cemetery $ 50.00 


Motion was made to accept Article 12 as read. Motion was seconded and 
passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 13. 'To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,700.00 to complete fencing at Booth and Lakeside Cemeteries.’ 

Motion was made to adopt Article 13 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Mr. Martin explained that the surveyor surveyed the property and found the 
amount of fencing needed was 225' more than originally figured. 

The fence that was put up first is believed by the abutter to be 15' into the 
abutter's property beyond the property line. He believes that is the reason for the 
shortage of 225'. When the boundary is corrected and the fence is moved, he 
believes there may not be a need for 225' of additional fencing. 

Article 13 passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 14. 'To sec if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20,000.00 to complete the Dump Closure Plan." 

Motion was made to accept Article 14 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Mr. Michael Croteau explained that in December 1987, the State of N. H. 
directed the Town of Newbury to begin a course of action to the closing of the 
existing dump. Hydrological studies were to begin within and around the dump. 
To do this the town had to hire a consultant firm -- in this case we had Kimball 
Chase. The initial hydro studies have been completed and about to be presented to 
the State. Upon review, the State will decide which avenues are available for this 
closure. I believe additional hydro samples will be required. The consultant will do 
the engineering and drafting of the final closure plan after which the Town will let a 
contractor do the actual closing of the dump. Last year's budget to begin this work 
was $35,000.00. Expended to date is $33,000.00 and this should include the report 
to the State. The Town is asking for $20,000.00 additional this year of which 
$10,000.00 we expect would go for additional sampling and the other $10,000.00 
for the engineering and drafting by the consultant for the actual closure plan. 
Unless the State throws us another curve, it is my hope that these funds we are 
asking for will take us up to the final closure plan. Final closure costs are 
unknown. Costs depend on how much fill will be required to cap the dump. 

Motion passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 15. 'To raise and appropriate the sum of $18,500.00 for the 
purchase of a 1989 Police Cruiser and for the change-over of equipment from one 
car to the other and authorize the amount of $6,000.00 to be withdrawn from the 
Police Department Capital Reserve Fund.’ 

Motion was made to adopt Article 15 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Chief Tinker explained that the old cruiser has approximately 91,000 miles on 
it. The proposed new vehicle is a 4x4, built for rough and snowy terrain which is 
needed on numerous roads in Newbury. 

Article 15 was passed by a voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 8. 'To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 for the Police Department Equipment Capital Reserve Fund.’ 

Motion was made to adopt Article 8 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Chief Tinker explained that the reason for this article is because we have not 
been putting enough away each year. 

Selectman Cardillo clarified that if Article 15 was passed, that Article 8 would 
be postponed indefinitely and start the fund up next year. 

Mr. Messenger felt that we should not postpone the $10,000.00. We better 
put $10,000.00 away each year if we are going to have it when we need it in two 
years. 

Chief Tinker commented that Selectman Cardillo's observation is correct, but 
Mr. Messenger's observation is also correct. 

Selectman Cardillo made a motion to postpone Article 8 indefinitely. Motion 
was seconded. 

Mr. Winters asked if anybody considered a $6,000.00 spread over 3 years. 

Mr. Yager commented that if we don't put anything in he will have only 
$84.00 left. 

Mr. Wolf felt if we do $10,000.00 next year and $10,000.00 every year after, 
we should be all set. 

Mr. Dugdale asked when the other cruiser will need to be replaced. 

Chief Tinker explained that every two ycars, one cruiser is replaced. Therefore 
each car lasts four years, so far. 

Mr. Ames said he wishes to defeat the motion to postpone and support the 
$10,000.00 every year. 

Motion to pass over Article 8 indefinitely was defeated by a voice vote. 

Selectman Cardillo clarified some of the confusion over Article 8. 

Mr. Ames asked if the intent was for all equipment or only cruisers. 

Chief Tinker said cruisers only, and explained that there are other accounts that 
cover other expenses. 

Selectman Wheeler commented that he is opposed to Article 8 to raise 
$10,000.00. There are no one great large expenditures at one time other than 
cruisers. A regular cruiser may run around $13,000.00. Therefore, by raising 
$10,000.00 each year there is a residual. He didn't think the $10,000.00 this year is 
needed. 

Article 8 was defeated by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16. 'To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $13,500.00 to purchase 3 personal computers, associated computer programs, 
printers, supplies and computer furniture in order to automate Newbury record 
keeping and correspondence functions and authorize the amount of $13,500.00 to be 
withdrawn from the Office Equipment Capital Reserve Fund.’ 

Mr. Messenger commented that he is definitely in favor of the Town going 
with computers. He asked what are the associated programs, what is the software 
and how much is it going to cost? 

Mr. Martin explained that the computers will be IBM compatible. Word 
processing software, spread sheets, etc. will be needed. There is also special 
purpose software that is specifically designed for communities such as ours. We are 
trying to determine exactly what we can do. We are currently paying about 
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$1,000.00 a year for a computer service center. They are about to go out of 
business. We are still looking into the different options with the exception of the 
standard items. 

The question was asked why does the town need three computers. 

Mr. Martin explained one for the Office Administrator, one for the receptionist, 
and one for the Town Clerk and Tax Collector. Any other town business would 
have to fit on one of those machines. 

Mr. Miller asked if passed as written, are we locked into three computers when 
it may not be necessary. 

Mr. Miller made a motion to amend Article 16 to delete the words ‘three 
personal.’ 

Motion to amend Article 16 was seconded and passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 16. 'To sce if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $13,500.00 to purchase computers, associated computer programs, printers, 
supplies and computer furniture in order to automate Newbury record keeping and 
correspondence functions and authorize the amount of $13,500.00 to be withdrawn 
from the Office Equipment Capital Reserve Fund.’ 

Mr. Whitman asked if Mr. Martin felt that we will need the other $4,000.00 
that we passed over to make the $13,500.00 work. 

Mr. Martin felt that since we got some of the moncy for the computers from 
that particular reserve fund, he thought it would only be nice of him to replenish it. 
We are going to try to do it within the $13,500.00; we may very well need some 
more money next year. 

Article 16 as amended passed with a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 11. "To sce if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $4,000.00 for the Town Office Equipment Capital Reserve Fund.’ 

Mr. Wolf commented that the way it 1s written it cannot be spent on anything 
other than computer related equipment. 

Selectman Cardillo explained that the intent was for computers when it began. 
Whatever goes into this fund this year will not be able to be spent until voted on at 
next year's town mecting. We should all understand, that the intent is that anything 
that goes into this fund will be for computers as well as any other office equipment 
that may come up. Or, if you feel you want the intent to be for computer only, 
then reword the article and now reword the fund. I think it would be good to have 
some flexibility. 

Mr. Walter Crotcau asked Mr. Yager if the Capital Reserve Fund, Office 
Equipment are specifically designated for computers. 

Mr. Yager said No. 

Mr. Walter Croteau explained that if you appropriate the $4,000.00 for an 
Equipment Capital Reserve Account and this account already established has a 
balance of $300.00 or $400.00 in it and it is specifically designated for computers, 
you cannot combine them. You will have to establish a separate fund. 

Mr. Sias referring to Town Report of 1986, Article was noted that Town 
Office Reserve Fund was strictly for computers. It was never voted on and locked 
in. It was just the intent. I don't think we should lock that in tonight. 

Article 11 was defeated by a voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 17. 'To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $10,000.00 to initiate a recycling program. 

Motion was made to adopt Article 17 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Selectman Albro explained that $3,000.00 was spent to have tires removed. 
Now we need to find someone to remove the metal pile. No longer do people want 
the materials, we now have to pay to have them removed. We want to get the scrap 
removed and clean up the area and start the recycling. We do not know if the 
$10,000.00 will be enough, it may be too much. 

Mary Marzelli asked if that includes every kind of recycling. 

Selectman Albro answered yes. 

Article 17 passed by a voice vote. 


Mrs. Pamela Byrne, representing the Trustces of the Library, shared the growth 
of the Library and a2nounced upcoming Library cvents. 


ARTICLE 18. 'To see if the Town wiil voice to raise ana appronriate the sum 
of $50,000.00 for updating Tax Maps.’ 

Motion to adopt Article 18 was made and seconded. 

Mr. Ames asked how many bids are involved, What is the actual costs, Who is 
doing the updating? 

Selectman albro explained that Doug Sweet will be doing an aerial survey of 
the whole town. Selectman Albro explained the need for new Town Tax Maps. 
The new maps would show roads, streams, rivers, houses, etc. Next year there will 
probably be an additional $35,000.00 and that is when all the details would be put 
on, all the dimensions and angles and lots. 

Article 18 passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 19. 'To sec if the Town will vote to authorize the Conservation 
Commission to retain the unexpended balance of its annual appropriations, said 
funds as well as any gifts of money received pursuant to RSA 36-A:4, to be placed 
in a conservation fund as authorized by RSA 36AS,I, in the hands of the Town 
_ Treasurer RSA 41:29." 

Mr. Bensley explained the purpose is to establish a conservation fund in 
accordance with the enabling legislation of the State of N. H. The Conservation 
Commission believes that as more and more land in the Town goes to 
development, trails, sanctuaries, etc. are closed up. We believe that now is the time 
to begin a long term plan of land acquisition or the acquisition of conservation 
easements, whichever may be more appropriate at the time. The article sets up a 
conservation fund and maintains an active program as a long term solution. Once 
an active program exists, it is obvious in the expcrience of other towns that many 
citizens are generous in contributing easements and/or funds. There are also State 
matching funds available. 

Motion was made to adopt Article 19. 

Motion was seconded. 

Mr. Walter Croteau clarified that if there is $1,000.00 budget and $500.00 is 
spent, then the remaining would go into a bank account. 

Selectman Cardillo asked who is responsible for expending that money. 

Mr. Bensley said the Conservation Commission and the Selectmen. 

Mr. Messenger askcd is it that any moncy expended docs not have to be voted 
on by the Town. 
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Mr. Bensley said it does not have to be voted on by the Town. The reason for 
the wording is that it is quite likely that the fund will include donated and Town 
funds. Since this is a savings account, it is controlled by the Conservation 
Commission and the Selectmen for the sole purpose of land acquisitions and land 
easements. 

Moderator Jacopino explained that the funds would be turned over to the Town 
Treasurer and he would disburse them according to whatever the lawful purpose is 
that they are intended for. 

Mr. Winters said he thought it is also important to know that no Town money 
would be spent that had not previously been appropriated to the Conservation 
Commission. They are only going to be spending what is left over at the end of 
each year. 

Mr. Messenger agreed with the last comment. If 50% of the Land Use Change 
Tax goes in there, there is a lot of money going in. 

There are a number of Land Use Changes pending at present, with large 
amounts. It was felt that the Town should vote on expenditures of this kind. 

Nancy Marashio commented that conservation of land in this town is 
important. This article is only saying do we want to stand behind conservation of 
land in this town or not. 

Brenda Digilio commented that the decision of what lands may be purchased by 
the Town should be left up to all the people of the Town and not by a selected few. 

Selectman Cardillo explained that the article refers to State Statutes which 
cannot be altered. The statutes identify the Board of Selectmen and the 
Conservation Commission, so we are not in control of that. 

Beverly Wolf commented that opinions of the Town people should be 
considered. The intentions of the Conservation Commission are highly honorable. 

The land may no longer be available if we wait for town meetings so it can be 
voted on. 

Article 19 was passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 20. 'To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA79-A:25 and vote to place 50% of all future land use change tax revenues in a 
conservation fund established in accordance with RSA 36-A.' 

Mr. Bensley explained that historically it has been small amounts of money. 
As the Town grows the need for conservation land will grow. The revenues from 
Land Use Change Tax would be available to build up Conservation funds so we can 
do something about that fund. The more the development, the more the need for 
conservation land and the more the revenue. 

Motion was made to adopt Article 20 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Mr. Whitman said he understood that the Town's Zoning policy said that the 
developer had to set a certain percentage of land aside in the development for 
conservation land. 

Nancy Marashio clarified Common Land. When developers set aside common 
land that is land for common use of those people in the development. It is not 
necessarily conservation land. Often times recreational buildings are planned to go 
on that piece of common land. 

Mrs. Messenger was in favor of conservation land. I think they should be on a 
budget like everyone else. I think we should say we will give them a certain 
amount of money a year if we collect a designated amount. 
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Mr. Syvertsen asked what available funds from the State are there that would 
help this fund. 

Mr. Bensley explained that principal State funding provides up to 50% of the 
cost of land acquisitions or land easements for the purpose of conservation. The 
Town's 50% share can be made up of cash, land donated by citizens, or bargain 
sales, etc. 

Moderator Iacopino asked if we can change that 50% figure. 

Mr. Bensley said yes. 

Mr. Miller asked what is the cost of an casement? 

Mr. Bensley said the value of an easement varies. Typically a development 
easement might be 50% to 75% of the value of the property. An easement for a 
trail would be much less. 

Article 20 passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 21. ‘To see if the Town will approve the following ordinance 
which shall take effect upon its passage by Town Meeting: No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or shall bum or cause to be 
burned any material, in or near woodlands, pasture, brush, sprout, waste or cut-over 
land, without first obtaining a written permit from the town Forest Warden. The 
penalty will be up to $500.00." 

Motion was made to adopt Article 21 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Chief Tinker asked if there is a limit to the amount of fine. 

Mr. Sias said RSA 224 governs outdoor burning. A permit is needed when the 
ground is not covered with snow. This article asks that permits be obtained 12 
months of the year; then I would not have to determine when the ground is 
"covered" with snow. A winter such as 1988-1989 at many times, did not cover the 
ground with snow. Then the Fire Department as well as I will know who is 
burning what, where, and when. 

Selectman Wheeler explained that a violation can be up to $500.00. I am not 
aware of any statute that limits a town to anything beyond or on an amount, but it 
does limit it to a violation. 

Mr. Winters asked if there have been major problems with people buming in 
the winter time. 

Mr. Sias said only that I spend a lot of time running around when I get calls 
that there is smoke showing. I am trying to avoid this for myself and the Fire 
Department. Also trying to avoid situations as this year, when there is typically 
snow on the ground and there was none. When the ground is not covered with 
snow, it is against State Law to burn without a permit. 

Mr. Dugdale expressed difficulty in getting a hold of Mr. Sias to obtain a 
burning permit. 

Mr. Sias explained that permits can also be obtained through Carole at the 
Selectmen's office and he can be reached in Newport during working hours. 

Mr. Miller asked if there were any fees for obtaining burning permits. 

Mr. Sias said No. 

Mr. Martin made a motion to amend by adding the words “out of doors" in two 
places to read: 'To see if the Town will approve the following ordinance which 
shall take effect upon its passage by Town Meeting: No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any outdoor fire or shall burn or 
cause to be burned any material out doors, in or near woodlands, pasture, brush, 
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sprout, waste or cut-over land, without first obtaining a written permit from the 
town Forest Warden. The penalty will be up to $500.00." 

Mr. Seidel asked if there could be some sort of a recording to say who is in 
charge of authorizing burning permits if Stan is not available. 

Mr. Harris disagreed with the article for snow days and rain days. 

Mr. Dugdale disagreed with the article duc to time it takes to obtain one. 

Mr. Messer asked what the time limit is on a burning permit. 

Mr. Sias said it is good for that day only. 

Mr. Thomas commented that sometimes there are calls from people who 
sincerely believe there is a house fire, the department responds and it turns out to be 
only a brush fire without a permit. This is the purpose for Article 21, so we will 
know where the authorized brush fires are. 

Mrs. Wolf asked if it would be feasible to call New London dispatch and 
inform them of intention to kindle so there can be a check system before the trucks 
roll out to a false alarm. 

Mr. Thorson said he felt it is the Fire Department's responsibility to answer 
each call immediately rather than spend time "checking". 


Motion to amend Article 21 was seconded. Motion was passed by a voice 
vote. 
Article 21 as amended was defeated by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 22. 'To sce if the Town will vote to authorize the Planning Board 
in addition to the powers previously granted to it, to review and approve or 
disapprove site plans for a change or expansion of use of tracts for non residential 
uses or for multifamily dwelling units.’ 

Motion was made to adopt Article 22 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Nancy Marashio explained that legal counscl advised us to do this. This is not 
a change in Zoning or Planning. Site plan is a separate approach. Areas all over 
the State of N.H. are having problems with change of use places. Site plan is a 
separate kind of regulation. It is not Zoning, it is not Planning. 

This would give the Planning Board the authority to review expansion of 
commercial use. 

Article 22 passed with a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 23. 'To see if the Town will vote to accept 1457 feet of Red House 
Road and 60 feet of cul-de-sac at Gunnerson Ridge Subdivision subject to the 
approval of the Road Agent and Board of Selectmen.’ 

Motion was made to adopt Article 23 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Mr. Dugdale commented that he visited the site. I feel it is inappropriate at 
this time for the Town to pick up maintenance for a number of reasons. First is 
that the road is not in good shape now. Secondly, there are no dwellings on this 
road and none under construction. When construction begins, there will be a lot of 
heavy equipment traffic and damage. I don't think the Town should pick this up at 
this time. I believe it is the developer's responsibility. 

Michael Charella explained that essentially all of the lots have been sold except 
one or two. There will be at least three or four houses started this spring. Dass 


development has worked closely with the Selectmen and has built the road to Town 
specifications. 
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Brenda Digilio commented that we should accept the standard mile of road that 
is in the best shape. 

Mr. Wright commented that at past meetings, it was felt not to accept roads 
unless there was development on that road. Then we are getting revenue from that 
development to help pay for the maintenance. Neither of these properties have any 
Structures on them that would probably return enough money to pay for the 
maintenance. 

Mr. Dugdale commented that the original developers of this subdivision 
indicated to the Planning Board that they would maintain the road as a private road. 

Mr. Charella commented that when Dass went to the Planning Board they 
stated they would like the town to take over the road. I don't think what our 
predecessors said should have any bearing on our intentions. 

Pam Drewniak asked if we accept this article, would that automatically prevent 
us from accepting Article 24 because of the one mile limitation. 

Selectman Cardillo explained that the way the article was written was to accept 
approximately one mile. 

Mrs. Iacopino commented that it doesn't say that we have to accept a mile of 
road. We could refuse both of them. 

Mr. Miller asked if we have the physical means for the Town to maintain that 
extra roadage. 

Selectman Wheeler explained that any addition to a road system is going to 
cost money. Also there will be revenues coming in due to development on that 
road. It may or may not off set it. The highway department does have the 
equipment if it is accepted. We do have other roads that are pending. 

Alice Lynn commented that there are no residents at this time. I don't think we 
should accept the roads if there are no homes built on the sites. 

Mr. Thomas commented that we are getting more revenue from the lots before 
the houses are built than if there are families living there with children going 
through the Kearsarge School district. The revenue from property taxes is not 
offset by the cost of putting more children through the Kearsarge School district. 

Mr. Wright commented that it is apparent that once the developer has a good 
selling point, and once he can sell his property and houses are built and additional 
students go into the Kearsarge Regional School district we may indeed not get 
enough revenue to support the maintenance of the road. 

Mr. Whitman commented that if we vote in favor of this article, we would be 
giving the Selectmen and the Road Agent authority to approve the road once the 
road has met Town specifications. 

Mr. Wolf commented that when there are residents living there, I'd give them a 
town road, but not before hand. 

Mr. Harris commented that he was at Red House Road March 14, 1989 and it 
is a sad example of road building. If the Town accepts it, it will have a major 
expense. 

Mr. Charella explained that if the road was accepted, the developer would do 
everything required by the Selectmen and Road Agent to bring the road up to Town 
specifications. 

Mr. Dugdale commented that he thought the road needs some time and traffic to 
settle it down so we can get a better view of the constructions. 

Article 23 was defeated by a voice vote. 
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ARTICLE 24. 'To see if the Town will vote to accept 5,000 feet of new road 
named Southgate built by Post Development of Hillsboro, N.H., subject to the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen and the Road Agent. 

Motion was made to adopt Article 24 as read. Motion was seconded. 

Mr. Dugdale commented that he did not think that the Town needs to pick up 
the cost of maintenance during construction. The developer in this case did a good 
job in building the road. 

Mr. Wright commented that although I do not like this road in my back yard, it 
is an excellent road. I still don't feel we should accept a road without houses on it. 

Article 24 was defeated by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 25. 'To transact any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.’ 

Tracy Messer made a motion that the old Selectmen's office in South Newbury 
Village be officially renamed Sherman Hall in memory of the Town's foremost 
historian, Ernest Sherman, whose family generously donated his valuable material 
to the Society. 

Motion was seconded and passed with a voice vote. 


Frank Yager explained that The Boston Post, years ago, donated a cane to each 
town in New England. The Town of Newbury has one. It is supposed to go to the 
oldest person in the Town. 

Frank Yager made a motion that the so-called Boston Post Cane be handled by 
the Newbury Historical Socicty and that they see that the oldest citizen be given the 
cane until such time as it becomes available to the next oldest citizen. 

Motion was seconded and passed with a voice vote. 


Mr. Wright urged the town officers and departments to try and adopt the same 
Strict policies as to purchasing that they expect the Kearsarge Regional School 
District to adhere to. 


Selectman Wheeler announced that Selectman Cardillo would be leaving office. 
On behalf of the Town, Selectman Wheeler thanked Selectman Cardillo for his six 
years serving as Selectman. 


Mr. Cardillo thanked the community for the opportunity to be involved and 
serve as Selectman. 


Alice Lynn made a motion to have the Selectmen find an appropriate place to 
put the Bicentennial Quilt so it can be seen by everyone. 
Motion was seconded and passed by voice vote.
